Has Failed,

| WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—(UP) 
Japan admitted today she ne 
_longer could afford to.send her 
air force against the Allied fleet 
on a “piane-for-a-ship” basis. 

Radio Tokyo transmitted in full

out continued suicide attacks by 
the “special attack corps” (kami- 
kaze) after a heavy ‘sacrifice of 
pilots and planes. 


This was the first Japanese ad- 
mission that the kamikaze suicide 
fliers were failing to achieve the 
results anticipated. Henceforth, 
the editorial said, the kamikaze 
pilots would be reserved for at- 
tacks on large ships instead of 
making their death plunges into 
smaller vessels. 


All Tokyo broadcasts, heard by 
the United Press listening post 
and ‘the Federal Communications 
Commission, said Japan was pre- 
pared for invasion now or at any 
future time. 


Tokyo said industries have been 
moved underground or inland beth 
in the horhe‘isiands and along the 
China coast.

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Generous Boundaries for Poland 


Of all the nations involved, Poland 
suffered most in the recently ended Euro- 
pean war. 


Several million Polish people were 
slaughtered. Additional millions were 
‘Sent into concentration camps. Thousands 
upon thousands starved or were tortured 
to death. Others were torn from their 
loved ones and sent to. work in Nazi slave 
labor factories. Once proud Polish cities 
were destroyed by the fierce German drive 
into Russia and the later counteroffensive 
by the resurgent Soviet armies. Poland’s 
fertile farmlands were laid waste, its in- 
dustries moved out, its rebuilding potential 
wantonly looted and scattered. 


Poland’s estimated casualties, since 
first it was invaded by Germany on Sept. 
1, 1939, are approximately 20 per cent of 
its entire prewar population, higher than 
those of any other participant. 


Thus it is proper that Poland, which 
suffered so much at the hands of Hitler's 
hordes, should be given a sizable slice of 
prewar Germany. Especially is this true 
in view of the fact that the Russians show 
no disposition to relinquish that part of 
Poland added to White Russia and the 
Ukraine by the Russo-German partition of 
Poland in 1939. 


At any rate, the Big Three have ap- 
parently dealt most generously with Pol- 


land and, while final boundaries will be 
determined at the actual peace conference, 
it is safe to say they will be somewhere 
in the neighborhood the Potsdam con- 
ferees placed them. 


That will mean that Poland will get 
practically all of Pomerania and Silesia, 
about two-thirds of East Prussia and a 
sizable portion of Brandenburg. 


It means that Poland’s western bound- 
ary, along the Oder-Neisse rivers, will be 
but 50 miles from Berlin. 


While the Poles were naturally dis- 
appointed at first interpretation that they 


were not given the big port of Stettin, . 


which lies on the western side of the Oder, 
unofficial government .spokesmen yester- 
day were represented as “well pleased” 
with the new boundaries. 


And well, indeed, might they be. The 
Big Three dealt’ so generously with Po- 
land that nation will be hard put, in its 
present devastated condition, to live up 
to the responsibilities which the added 
grants place upon her. 


Obviously it is now time to hold those 
long-promised “free elections” to deter- 
mine the leadership to be charged with 
the fateful tasks. Further delay will only 
be inviting suspicion and distrust both at 
home and abroad. 


I Was Only Kidding,’ Says Laval 


Pierre Laval, former chief of the Vichy 
government of German-controlled France, 
testified yesterday at the treason trial of 
Marshal Petain. 


“I used those words, ‘but only as a 
joke,” was his reply when asked if he 
had said “This is where we overthrow the 
French Republic?” | 


Such explanation is tantamount to ad- 
mission of guilt. The excuse, “it was only 
a joke,” is the most ancient and the weak- 
est defense known to man. It is a reason- 
ably safe presumption that Cain mumbled 
“I was only joking” after he killed his 
brother Abel. 


Laval is already under sentence of 
death. It may be he will again face trial 
or perhaps the French will simply carry 


out the sentence which was imposed “in 


absentia.” 


Laval is, unquestionably, among the 
most guilty of all collaborationists. French 
men and women have asserted that, dur- 
ing the occupation, the Vichy secret po- 
lice, under 
feared than the German gestapo. 


If such as Laval escapes the supreme 
penalty for crimes against humanity and 
human freedom, trials of war.criminals by 
the French would become farce.

that even with high school students who 
do not intend to go to college, at least 50 
per cent of their education be built around 
English, mathematics and the social sci- 
ences.

education, the abolishment of the free elec- 
tive system established by Dr. Eliot more 
than 60 years ago. It calls for a greater 
emphasis on general education and decries 
the trend to stress special education to the 
neglect of general instruction. It urges 


fields and in vocational work. It points 
out that specialization tends to divide the 
people into groups who know a great deal 
about their field, but who have nothin; 
in common with other groups and no 
unity of knowledge and no basis for a 
common national culture and _ under- 
standing. 


This was the Oglethorpe plan, estab- 
lished a year ago. The Constitution, in- 
terested specifically in the state’s edutca- 
tional system and its development, never- 
theless suggests to those interested in a 
good, small college fitted to do an out- 
standing job in its field, that they inves- 
tigate Oglethorpe.

Oh, Sure, They Want 


To Clear’ His Name! 


Like everyone else, I have been working fair- 

ly hard, and have little time, if any, for recrea- 

ciation, «2 tion. Therefore, small things afford me amuse- 
ment and relaxation. 

I could not begin to tell you how relaxing and beneficial to 
my health have been the tear-jerking editorials of those old-line 
Roosevelt haters, who hounded him and distorted every word he 
said as long as he tived and, after death, demanding the President’s 
name be “cleared” in the case of Elliott Roosevelt. 

I hold no brief for Elliptt Roosevelt. I do not know him. He 
has never been a popular person.

On the military side of it, he demonstrated courage and ability. 
He was in reconnaissance work in Africa when our air force was 
not too strong. Aerial reconnaissance has little, or no, air support. 
It is dangerous always. Elliott Roosevelt did a good job. 

It is charged that, having borrowed money from a big business- 
man, he got his father on the telephone and put the businessman 
on, giving his name. The late President is alleged to have said, 
“Hello, John Hartford.” That, assuredly, is the most formal ad- 


dress a man could make. 

. The new moralists, the Johnny-Come-Lately 
Phony Morality pleaders for “clearing” the name of the late 
President, conveniently ignore the facts and declare the President 
said, “Hello, John.” This is a snide, low evasion of the estab- 
lished facts. There is no honest record, suggested or otherwise, 
the President was in any way involved in the loan. An irresponsible 
son telephoned him and put him on the telephone with a man from 
whom he had borrowed money. The record of the conversation is 
the President got off quickly by saying hello and asking the tycoon 
to come by some time.

Rattlesnake Bite 
Not Always Fatal 


There has been quite a lot of type in the 

papers recentiy about those odd characters, the 

“Faith Healers,” who apparently believe a dose 

of snake venom is good, in some strange way, for their immortal 
souls. 

These snake-handling fanatics break into the news periodically. 
Sometimes the datelines are Virginia, sometimes Tennessee, some- 
times some other state. There are no geographic boundaries for 
fanaticism. 7 

But it might be interesting to examine their stunts with the 
snakes from the standpoint of facts. : 

You know the climax of their religious ecstasy is to permit a 
rattler to bite them, claiming they cannot be killed because of the 
protection of their faith. © 

Well, as a matter-of fact, not all rattlesnake bites are fatal, faith 
or no faith. Actually, if such a snake bite receives proper treat- 
ment promptly, the chances of death are not great. 

Some snake bites are more virulent than 


It All Depends others. The extent of the poisoning depends 


on the amount, and strength of, the venom which enters the blood. 

Much depends on the size of the snake and its own state of 
health. A large, healthy and active snake will inject far more 
venom than will a small or weakly reptile. 

Again, it takes a rattler some time to distill a new supply of 
venom into the sacs that feed the fangs, after it has expended what 
it has on a bite. Let a rattler bite several times, in a short time, 
and. while there will be enough venom left to make you extremely 
uncomfortable and sick, it is extremely doubtful if there is enough 
for dangerous poisoning, if he then bites you. Before a new supply 
of venom has been distilled. 

It stated in one story about the faith healers that one of them 
touched his lips to the twin ends of a snake’s forked tongue. Well, 
of course, if he held the snake firmly, there was absolutely no 
danger in that act. A snake’s tongue is as harmless as that of 
any living creature. The poison is injected through the tiny fangs 
on the lower edge of its mouth. 

The reason a snake’s tongue is forked is because it is only 
through the tongue it can hear. A snake has no ears. When you 
see one with forked tongue protruding, quivering, it is using it like 
a radio antenna, trying to pick up sound vibrations. 


When you read that some faith healer has 
Not Scatheless been bitten by a rattler, that he has suffered 
for a week or two and then recovered, do not think that outraged 
nature does not exact payment for violation of one of her laws. 
He may have fully recovered outwardly, but the effect of the 
venom is still in his blood. It has lowered the proportion of red 
corpuscles. It is consensus of scientific opinion that a person who 
has suffered—and recovered from—a snake bite, has had his life 
expectancy reduced an average of 10 years. 
There are two main types of poisonous snakes. 
The first, and most numerous, including the rattler, the moc- 
casins, and so on, poison the blood. Frequently fatal their bite, 
but chances of living are good if you can reach medical attention 


° quickly. 


The other type poisons the nervous system, producing a paralysis 
for which there is no known antidote. 

It is to this second type the coral snake belongs. Bite from a 
coral is always fatal, usually in not more than five minutes. 

If these faith healers are sincere, why don't they try a few 
coral snake bites?

Another Naval 
Academy Needed 


WASHINGTON .—Because of the huge naval 

establishment we will be left with after the war 

considerable agitation has arisen in congress for 

the creation of a second United States Naval Academy, to be 

located either on the Pacific coast or the Gulf region of the south. 

A number of bills and resolutions to this end have already been 

introduced in the house and senate. California members have 

taken the lead in urging the selection of a Pacific coast site for 

a second naval training school, comparable to the one now at 

Annapolis, while Sen. Bilbo, of Mississippi, is emphasizing the 
desirability of choosing a location on the Gulf of Mexico. 

After the war the United States will have the greatest Navy in 
its peacetime history—greater than any other Navy the world has 
ever seen, for that matter. 

Presumably we will continue to maintain it, for a time at least. 
If we do, it is estimated that the officer personnel will run up to 
40,000. Obviously the Naval Academy at Annapolis, with a present 
capacity of 3,400, will be unable to train and educate the men 
necessary to our needs. 

Three methods have been proposed for meeting the situation. 
One is to enlarge the facilities of the institution at Annapolis. 
Another is to set up a supplemental school on the west coast or 
Gulf area, while a third calls for expanding the Naval Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps. 

It is the proposal for establishing a supplemental school on the 
Pacific coast, however, that is being urged most vigorously. Pro- 
ponents of the west coast academy are pointing to the fact that the 
Pacific will be largely under American domination after the war. 
A large proportion of the Navy will be maintained there, it is 
argued; hence there should be no question about going to that 
section for a site. 


: . Both Sens, Johnson and Downey, of California, 
Legislation icv incoduced fills on the subject, along with 
a number of other congressmen from the state. For that matter. 
practically every west coast senator has offered similar legislation. 

The prospects for having congress create a second academy, 
however, appear none too bright, and it is doubtful at the present 
time whether anything will be done about it. For one thing, both 
Chairman Car] Vinson, of the House Naval Affairs Committee, and 
Chairman Walsh, of the equivalent body in the upper chamber, 
are frowning on the proposal. 

Moreover, the Navy Department recently submitted a tentative 
report to the House Naval Committee that was adverse to the 
project. 

The two naval committees are said to share the opposition of 
their respective chairmen, which means that unless there is a 
decided change of opinion in the committees, as well as in the 
Navy Department, little is likely to be done. 

The Navy’s objection to the project is that a second school 
would cost many millions of dollars; that a division of the train- 
ing would lead to rivalries that are not good for the Navy, and, 
third, that the whole tendency today is toward a concentration of 
governmental agencies in the interest of efficiency and lower costs. 

: Rather than undertake to set up a second 
Expand Annapolis academy, therefore, Navy heads are 
urging an expansion of existing facilities at Annapolis. They are 
proposing to spend some $70,000,000 to this end, which gives an 
idea of the size of the operations involved. 

Nevertheless, considerable study is being given to the whole 
problem by the department and by congressional committees. Two 
boards of high-ranking naval officers are now engaged in the task. 
In all probability, the recommendations they make will be the de- 
termining factor in the decision ultimately reached. | 

Something, undoubtedly, will have to be done to relieve the 
situation, if we are to keep a large part of our Navy after hostili- 
ties end. Accommodations at Annapolis now are greatly over- 
crowded. Many of the midshipmen there today are forced to live 
four in a room which was designed for only two. | 

Whether the problem is to be met by building a new academy 
on San Francisco bay, in southern California, in Puget sound, on 
the Gulf of Mexico, or by enlarging the Annapolis institution, all 
are agreed that something will have to be done about it.
